«att^e»Kitt for grant of Hoences was initially increased from 90 per cent of the 
CIF Value of licences issued for hsftfh. of cloves, cbitaaion afld cassia in 
1990-91 or 1991-92, whichever is hi^er, to 150 per cent of the CIF value of 
cloves only indicated on such Igkce subject to fulfilment of mrtTO-'oMicmiirm 
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for twice the value of the import licence granted in the preceding year. Sub¬ 
sequently, under Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 159(PN) |92-97 
dated 7th September, 1993, the entitlement for grant of licences for Cloves, 
Cinnamon and Cassia was fixed as 125 per cent of the value of licences issued 
for import of Cloves, Cinnamon and Cassia in 1990-91 or 1991-92, whichever 
is higher, subject to fulfilment of Export Obligation for twice the value of the 
import licence granted in the preceding year. This revised entitlement (125 
per cent) continues to be applicable for giant of licences for import of Cloves, 
Cinnamon and Cassia for the licensing year 1994-95. 

2. In accordance with the provisions mentioned above, which are incorpo¬ 
rated in the Paragraph 30 of Handbook of Procedures 1992-97, (as amended 
by Ministry of Commerce Public NoUce No. 159(PN) 192—97 dated 7lfi Septem¬ 
ber, 1993), the licences for import of Cloves, Cinnamon and Cassia for the 
licensing year 1994-95 may be granted' to the extent of 125 per cent of the 
value of licences issued in 1990-91 or 1991992, whichever is higher. In order 
to ensure uniformity in the matter of entitlement for grant of licences for import 
of cloves for 1993-94 and 1994-95, entitlement of such importers who were 
granted licences for import of cloves at the rate of 150 per cent in terms of 
Public Notice No. l 4 0(PN)|92-97 dated the 16th July, 1993 and which were 
not subsequently reduced to 125 per cent during 1993-94, will be restricted to 
100 per cent rhvUead cl 125 per cent) during 1994-95 of the value of cloves 
only.
